Our participation in that ‘war to end all wars’’ 
was a futile and disappointing venture. We should have real- 
ized at the time that war is a business with most of the na- 
tions of other parts of the world—a selfish venture to grasp 
more territory and wealth. Sueh has never been the aim of 
the United States—and we now know from sad experience that 
it is impossible to “save the world for demoeracy’’. 

Thomas Mann, celebrated writer and a Nobel prize wéner, 


commenting on warfare recently. produced a new and enlight- 


ening definition 


‘War,’ he said, ‘is a cowardly retreat from the problems 
of peace!’ 

- And after a moment’s reflection most people will be in- 
clined to agree with him. It’s easier to mareh forth—with 
stirring martial music in the air and great erowds cheering, on 
a ‘‘holy”’ mission to lick the living daylights out of the enemy 
—than it is for a nation to wrestle tirelessly and quietly to 
beat down stubborn barriers to trade, to allay hostile suspicion 
at home and abroad, and to placate the international rivalries 
which challenge peace 

At least, we've learned from the last war that the problems 
of peace won't be banished hy armed coniliet. They’ll still be 


there—along with a host of new ones—when the war is over— 
still waiting for solution 

The world makes enormous sacrifices to carry on war, 
which it says it doesn’t want. Before it’s too late the world 
may have to stop kidding itself that it can have peace—which 
it says it dees want—without making sacrifices for that, too.
